And the press of America contributed 
the winning in so far as silence as to 
plans and troop movements and per. 
criticiem had ite effect. Of course the 
press contributed in othér ways, too obvi- 
ous to mention. But there was a time when 
Certain people were agitated over the pros 
pect of American newspapers refusing to 
yield up their immemorial] “freedom” for 
even the exigencies of war. 

There never was atfy intimation of such 
refusal: but of course the absence of the es- 
sential fact does not mitigate the agitation 
of people who are determined to see dan- 
gers where there are none. A censorship 
was established. It was the conventionally 
proper thing to establish. No one of judg- 
ment protested. No newspaper sought to 
evade &. The press throughout America 
readily responded to all suggestions from 
Federal, State and loca! authorities engaged 
in war work. No Russian censor. no Prus- 
sian censor ever had the press so thor- 
oughly under his supervision—not because 
of force or threat. but because the news- 
papers’ gladly withheld and suppressed all 

tements and news that could give in- 
Sesation or consolation to the enemy. 

Vafortunately a few people, on the other 
hand, mistook that acquiescence for docility 
and complained that the papers were 
“biuffed.” It is regrettable that the patriot- 
ism of some people is so shallow that they 
cannot conceive of a voluntary sacrifice be- 
ing made by others. The freedom of the

Let those 
who are curious to know how determined 
would be that resistance look back across 
the pages of history and read how the users 
of the English language have, from the far, 
far days of the tribal’ Witenagemot, fought 
for freedom of speech. 

But to keep silent in war time, to refuse 
the publication of news that might benefit 
the ub'quitous espionage of Germany, to 
suppress criticism of those vested with the 
responsibility of directing the war k, to 
turn with indignant fury upon the tators 
and illadvised who would not s 
personal and political enmity, was the vol- 
untary and unanimous attitude of the Amer- 
ican press. That such censorship as was 
employed often appeared stup'd and was at 
times irksome did not change the attitude 
of the press. Had it been ten times worse 
the newspapers would have continued to do 
their “bit.” 

The censor’s work is done. That there 
may be some reluctance to surrender the 
prestige of so important an office is merely 
a manifeftation of human nature; but that 
there should be an attempt to perpetuate 
it ig unthinkable. No such attempt will be 
made. Now that Prussia hes fallen there 
ig nO power on earth that can break down 
the liberty of the press in those countries 
that have fought thie war to a victory. The 
establishment of a censor was contrary to 
all American traditions. How sincerely, 
earnestly and unanimously all of America 
was consecrated to the war can scarcely 
be better illustrated than by drawing atten- 
tion to the readiness with which the censor- 
ship was accepted; for it was not only a 
censorship of military news, but extended 
in more directions than the public ever aus- 
pected or will probably ever know. It is 
only honest, however, to say that. no mat- 
ter how often the censorship showed itself 
to be subject to the errors and shortsight- 
edness and eccentricities of human flesh, it 
Was singularly free from arrogance and al- 
most entirely free from discrimination. 
That the Postmaster-General unwisely 
‘darred certain issues of certain publications 
from the mails and permitted other stric- 
tures unbampered circulation is not prop- 
erly to be laid to the door of the censor 
ship—since those publications were freely 
distributed in their own cities apd the ra- 
dius of greatest influence. And the precipi- 
tate attacks that he drew upon himself from 
all parts of the country showed how quick 
were newspapers to resent what they re- 
Sarded as improper interference even with 
their rivals and competitors. 

The security of the nation lies in the 
freedom of its press. The people and the 
people alone must be left to pass the ultt- 
mate decision upon the judgment of editors 
and proprietors. News columns in a sense 
are public property. They must be as re 
liable as human industry and bonesty can 
make them. The editorial page must and 
Shall be reserved for the expression of sin- 
cere opinion: and neither news nor oninion 
can be reliable or sincere if they continue, 
after such a crisis as war—when the entire 
nation is concentrated to one purpose—to 
be subjected to censorship. The censor’s 
work is done. We recognize the difficulties 
that the office has faced and appreciate 
the good faith that it has maintained: but 
we are giad that its usefulness is finished. 
And we await the pleasure of announcing 
that all traces of censorship have van- 
ished—since all need and excuse for their 
presence has ceased to be.

The contractors, the California and 
Arizona Construction Company, be- 
came financially involwed, it i¢ said. 
Laboft and material men were not 
paid, and the fidelity company paid 
the claims. It then sued the Elliott 
and Horne Company, as assignee of 
the contractors, to subject the pro- 
ceedings of the bonds and warrante 
to their equity liens, as sureties who 
had paid the claims. 

Judge Hewltt held the fidelity 
company had a superior equity and 
that it was entitled to the repayment 
of the money it had paid out.
